Price 50 

which is sufficient for three Plasters, 





AHN’S History of the Hebrew Common- 
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THE MORNING STAR.—Tuhe Pinarxs. 
To the Exitor of the London Morning Herald. ; 

Sir—Various exaggerated and contradictory 
statements of the capture and plunder of the Morn- 
ing Star by the pirates, having repeatedly appear- 
ed in different newspapers, should youdeem the 
followieg narrative of that atrocious affair worthy 
of insertion in your valuable paper, it is much at 
your service; its truth may be relied upon, as un- 
fortunately, I wasa passenger per the Morning 
Star. 

The barque Morning Star, laden with cinnamon, 
coffee,and pepper, commanded by a Captain Gibbs, 
with a crew of eight sailors, first and second mates, 
having on beard 37 passengers, all frou Ceylon, 
on their return to their native country, sailed from 
Colombo on Dec. 13, 1827. Of the above there 
were seven cabin passengers—viz five gentlemen, 
and the wife and infant daughter of one of the gen- 
tlemen; the rest consisted of invalid soldiers (18 
ia number) of the 17th, 78th, 83d,and 97th Reg- 
iments, stationed at Ceylon, with their wives and 
children, amounting in all to 30; so that the to- 
tal of the persons on board altogether was about 
fifty. At the latter end of December we arrived 
off the Isle of France; we did not anchor, 
bet continuing our voyage, about January 24, 
1828, arrived at the Cape of Good Hope, aftera 
fair passage of six weeks from Ceylon. We re- 
mained at the Cape four days, and having renew- 
ed our stock of provision, and waited for passengers, 
— fortunately none embarked there,) we sailed 

rom the Cape on January 28, wind and weather 
being much in our favor. We made rapid pro- 
gress, and the Captain entertained but little 
doubt of our arriving at London in the last week 
of March. After our departure from the Cape, 
we perceived but few vessels; but one brig in ad- 
vance of us, particularly excited our attention, 
keeping at no great distance from us, occasionally 
disappeariug, however, for four or five days pre- 
vious to our arrival off the isle of Ascension. On 
Tuesday, Febuary 19, (a day never to be forgot- 
ten by the unfortunate passengers by the Morn- 
ing Star,) the morning was remarkably clear and 
beautiful, the wind very favourable, and we were 
sailing along about nine kootsan hour, when about 
5 o'clock, A. M.a vessel was discovered on our 
stern, on the verge ofthe horizon, and computed 
to be about seven miles distant from us; on our 
approaching nearer it was ascertained to be a 
brig. Soon after seven, having gained considerably 
upon us, and hoisted British colors, she fired ; we 


were not alarmed at this for our Captain said he — 


supposed she was a British brig of war,and merely 
wanted him to shorten sail and lay to. 

Shortly afterwards,however,she repeatedher fire, 
and in about ten minutes more fired for the third 
time (it was supposed that she did not fire with 
ball or shot these three times.) The captain now 
began to suspect that she wasa pirate, and deter- 
mined not to lay to, but, on the contrary, to make 
all sail The Isle of Ascension was io sight, and a 
few miles only distant from us; buat the wind 
blew, (unfortunately for us,) strongly off the Isle. 
The pirate brig being a far superior sailing ves- 
sel to ours, and having come within a short dis- 
tance from us, again fired, and with ball, which 
passed across our stern, but luckily, without in- 
jering any of us; the fifth was aspend shot.. By 
this time, (near nine o’clock,) she came along side 
of us,and taking down her British colours, hoisted 
Buenos Ayrean colours. Most of us, incited by 
curiosity, were on deck at this moment, looking 
at the pirate brig; she had 10 guns, and in the 
middle of their deck they had a long gun, which 
turned in any direction upon a swivel, (an 18 
pounder) and about eighty men, Our captain de- 
manded what they wanted, when one of them 
answered, in tolerable English, * lower your top- 
gallant sails, and send a boat to us directly ;” ad- 
ding, “ why do you not lay to?” The captain not 
hearing distinctly what the pirate said, was in- 
quiring of his bystanders ; a little delay conse- 
quently ensued ; when the wretches,without more 
ado, fired into our vessel. It was evidently their 
diabolical intent to have killed all on our deck, as 
they fired with grape shot, which extended from 
the bowsprit'to the stern, lodging in the side of 
the ship, long-boat, and masts. One poor soldier, 
however, was wounded ; a ball having passed 
through his hip. A boat was now lowered from 
our ship, and one of the passengers, late an officer 
in the navy, whose name on this occasion I can- 
not forbear mentioning—Mr. Smith—,enerously 
volunteered his service to goon board the brig 
and learn their iotentions. His offer was accept- 
ed, and he went, accompanied by the second mate 
and four seamen ; immediately on his landing on 
their deck, they asked him why thecaptain had 
not come, and ordered him to tell the Captain to 
come immediately, and bring his papers with him; 
at the same time, withthe back oftheir swords 
they beat Mr. Smith aod his companions, who 
scrambled down the side of the ship into the boat, 
and returned with the dismal news. 

Our captain, after consulting with Mr. Smith, 
resolved on going and taking his papers, and ac- 
companied by the second mate and four seamen, 
he went on board. Onhis getting on deck the 
pirates, without ever looking at his papers, tore 
them out of his hand cut them into pieces with 
their swords. After thrashing Captain Gibbs and 
his companions, they thrust them all down iotoa 
small narrow place in their ship, and fastened 
them down. Having done this, four of the wretch- 
es, each armed with a long cutlass, a couple of 
blunderbusses, and large knives stuck in their 
belts, got into the boat and came to our ship ;— 
they demanded a ladder that they might more ea- 
sily ascend the vessel, and having got on board, a 
most horrible scene ensued. The villains cut at 


every one they met with, and wounded several ° 


soldiers in the most barbarous and wanton man- 
ner. Having driven every soul below, they sta- 
tioned sentinels at different parts to keep them 
down. One wretch then weat down into the cud- 
dy, and proceeded to search all the cabins; he 
then drove all the passengers upon deck,and hav- 
ing communicated with his associates, and several 
other pirates having come on board, three or four 
went below. (Most of the pirates were Spaniards, 
some French, and two or three English.) They 
commenced ransacking every cabin, breaking 
open boxes, drawers, seizing every thing they met 
with—money and wine seemed to be their princi- 
pal object. Their companions on deck were not 
Jeas active in seizing all our live stock of sheep, 
pigs, poultry, compelliog our people to assist them 
in lowering them into the boat to be conveyed to 
their ship. Cook and steward were in constant 
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ger, but fortunately it missed fire ; one of his com- 
panions then came up and told him not to be too 
handy in using the blunderbuss ; the villain then 
fired it into the sea, exclaiming it was well for him 
(steward) he had escaped so easily. 

About eight o’clock and quite dark, they allow- 
ed the passengers to go below. and get some slight 
refreshment. The wretches having taken every 
thing they thought useful, and in a beastly state 
of intoxication, now collected all the men passen- 
gers, and drove them down into the fore part of 
the ship, where they were all huddled together, 
gentlemen, sailors, soldiers, in a confused place, 
quite dark, and auffocating hot, aad fastened them 
down by putting bales of copper and heavy boxes 
above. The servants and children they put in 
the cuddy, and stationed a sentry above. After 
this, nothing but a chopping was heard on deck, 
and which continued for four hours. The reader 
may possibly judge in what a state of mind we 
were during this awful period. Amongst the men, 
of the soldiers and sailors (whom the pirates had 
made drunk), some were praying, some swearing, 
the wounded groaniog—while others were madly 
wishing to burst from their confinement, and rush 
upon the pirates. For my own part, I wished 
that death would every moment relieve me from 
my dreadful state of suspense, but the thoughts of 
my friends at home were agonizing tome. The 
lady above mentioned, with admirable fortitude, 
took the bible and read to her (female) compan- 
ions in misery. It was now one o'clock, and the 
chopping had ceased for some time, when an old 
woman,one of the soldier’s wives, whose name 
was Nelly, had the beldness and courage to ven- 
ture up from the cuddy, and peep out upon deck. 
To her surprise, nota soul on board could she see, 
nor the pirate brig. She came down, wringing 
her hands, exclaiming that the pirates had taken 
her husband, and every man besides, away with 
them. The lady, however, accompanied by Nel- 
ly, went upon deck, and finding the statement of 
the latter to be true, she proceeded to the fore 
part of the ship, aod thinking her busband and 
the rest of the ngers were confined below 
she called out, * William” (her husband’s name, 
a noise was heard below, and some one asked, 
“who calls?” The lady informed them the pi- 
rates were gone, &c., and, to her indescribable 
joy, her husband appeared, with the rest of the 
passengers, who had forced their way out from 
their confinement. Our joy now was as great as 
our despair had hitherto been ; some laughed,some 
cried, but it was of short continuance. 

It was now five o’clock, A. M. and we had had 
scarcely any thing toeat for upwards of twenty 
hours. ‘The cook was accordingly about to get 
breakfast, whea going down to get some coals, 
he found the — where they were kept full of 
water. An alarm was immediately given, and all 
hands in aninstant were atthe pumps. There 
were six and a half feet water in the hold; but, 
by an incessant labor at the pumps, by 12 o’cl’k 
we had nearly succeeded in pumping out most of 
the water, and discovered four augur holes, 
which we stopped. The wretches had scuttled 
the ship, and by boaring these holes outside of the 
ship, had so contrived it, that it was with the 
greatest difficulty they were discovered. On ex- 
aminiog the ship, it was found that the miscreants 
had done considerable damage ; they had cut a- 
suoder all the rigging, the sails, &c. and had cut 
3ur 4 inches deep into the mainmast—the same 
with the tiller. The surgeon who had charge of 
the invalid soldiers found four of them most ee- 
verely wounded, five others less so. The sailors, 
assisted by the soldiers, with all speed commeoc- 
ed repairing the damages. Upon consulting with 
the first mate what was best to be done, it was 
decided that we should sail for Pernambuco, and 
we sailed in that direction fur two days. The first 
mate, on examining what provisions, water, Sc. 
were left, found that there was hard salt beef 
(junk) and water, rice, wheat, barley, and brown 
biscuit, sufficient to last us upwards of two months. 
After consulting again with the first mate, it was 
ultimately decided that we should sail for England. 
On this occasion all our thanks are due to Mr. 
Smith, who volunteered to assist the first mate by 
bearing half the duties and labour of navigating 


the vessel home. Our fare now consisted prin- | 


cipally of junk, rice,and brown biscuit, which was 
rotton and full of maggots. About three or four 
days after the departure of the pirates, stoke was 
seen to issue from the hold. 

Search being made, the cause was discovered. 
In consequence of the leak, the sea water had 
damaged the coffee ; it had swollen considerably, 
and intense heat was generated, so that we ex- 
pected the ship would shortly take fire, or its sides 
would burst. All hands were employed in flinging 
the damaged coffee overboard. 

The weather —— | sultry (one degree 
only from the line ;) our poor fellows were obliged 
to strip to the skin, and no one could remaia in 
the place above ten minutes at a time, it was so 
iosufferably hot. They could not work above five 
or six hours a day, and continued at it a week, 
flinging overboard 300 bags of coffee. Considera- 
ble heat remained, and continued for a fortnight. 
After this the soldiers, their wives and children, 
were obliged to sleep on deck. Toconclude—on 
March (3th, about a moath after our disaster, we 
spoke with the Guilford, Capt. Johnson, from Chi- 
na, homeward bound. Capt. Johnson, with the 
greatest humanity, relieved our wants, as far as 
he was able. He lent us two of his sailors, gave 
us new sails, also a chronometer, sextant, &c. 
wine aod provisions ; and, after experiencing some 
rough weather off the Western Isles, to our great 
joys we arrived at Gravesend on April 17tb, 1828. 

y readers will perhaps conclude, that the own- 
ers of the Morning Star have handsomely rewurd- 
ed the poor sailors and soldiers, not only for their 


| extraordinary labour, but also for the loss of their 


grog and their scanty supply of bad food. To the 
first mate (Mr. Busby) and Mr. Smith they were 
indeed indebted for the safe return of their ves- 
sel; but it will be learnt, with no little surprise 
and disgust, that so far from this being the case, 
Mr. Smith has not even received their thanks — 
The soldiers received 1s. 6d. each as a compensa- 
tion for the loss of their grog, and the sailors, also, 
had some trifle. (The cabin passengers, however, 
subscribed, and presented Mr. Smith with a hand- 
some snuff box, in token of their esteem for his ine- 
ritorious conduct and services.) The above in- 
formation I received about four months since, and 
it will afford me sincere pleasure to learn that I 
have been misinformed. I shall feel obliged if you, 
Mr. Editor, or any of the readers of your exten- 
sively circulated paper, can inform me from what 
source the passengers of the Morning Star are to 
receive compensation for the loss of their proper- 








We extract from the last New Moathly Magazine the 
following striking remarks upon that paradox of empires, 
—Russia. 


It is still difficult to estimate Russia. Is she a 
huge Colossus, overstepping the pigmy world, or 
like the image of Nebuchadnezzar, of discordant 
materials, ready to fall to pieces at the first rude 
shock? When the veteran highly disciplined ar- 
mies, and scientific generals of Austria were bafiled 
by the Turks, the Russians under Suwarrow, in 
1789, annihilated the victorious Oitomans with 
ease ; and yet Suwarrow, in his Italian campaign 
against M’Donald, showed himself totally igno- 
rant of strategy, and incapable of understanding 
military operations on a large scale. In the war 
against Turkey from 1805 to 1811, Russia reaped 
neither honour nor advantage; and yet, within 
that period, she was the hope of Europe, and 
fought the battles of Aysterlitz and Friedland. In 
1812, she resisted, single-handed, combined Eu- 
rope, and the mightiest conqueror and the largest 
and most powerful force that the world ever be- 
held, and foiled, if not defeated them, in the san- 
guinary battle of Borodino. We need not dwell 
upon the savage grandeur of her subsequent 
sacrifices. And yet at this moment we behold 
this mighty power foiled, and rendered al- 
most impotent by the rude and undisciplined 
hordes of ‘Turkey—by a description of force 
which Napoleon drove like chaff before the wind. 
‘Allis not right; there’s something rotten in the 
state of—Russia.’ Great discontent prevails, and 
justly prevails, amongst the slave-ridden and the 
slave-riding aristocracy; and the disaffection 
throughout the southern parts of the empire is well 
founded, extensive, and rapidly progressive. ‘The 
rivalry between Moscow and St. Petersburgh is 
alone a nucleus of future mischief. It is impossi- 
ble for one Government to rule a country of such 
vastextent, with a population full ofantipathies and 
rancorous prejudices, and possessed of the most 
opposite habits, wants and interests. A few years 
will produce mighty changes in this empire; and 
Russia must always be at the mercy of Enyland, 
and more especially of America. 





Canova’s Washington.—The following pas- 
sage respecting the statue of Washington by Ca- 
nova, is from the new Monthly Magazine lately 
received. It is part of an article in that Journal 
dated at Rome. 

‘The “Washington” is another instance of mor- 
tality divinized. It is something more than the 
mere fixing of man into marble. It is an apothe- 
osis of his mind. Washington was no hero, but 
something infinitely better. He did not save 
America, but he showed America how she might 
save herself; one of the few great men who more 
contended to be great for their country only, and 
who founding a state by the mere force of single 
hearted high minded public feeling, had the still 
greater glory of knowing how to retire when the 
mighty work was done. He was no genius, no 
orator, no writer ; but he was thoroughly pene- 
trated with the consciousness ef a great and solemn 
trust; he was stamped with a firmness which 
wielded and kneaded events to his will: he was 
glowing with an unextinguishable devotion to lib- 
erty; beside which, the world, and all that the 
world could proffer, was as dust and dross in the 
scale. To shape out such faculties to the eye was 
no easy task ; for the Italian it might seem im- 
possible. But Canova has cast into his work all 
the inspiration of the ‘America Libera ;’ he has 
sculptured what Alfieri wrote.’
